ALF CHARGED WITH STEALING 
HORSE AND BUGGY. 
Defense Had No Witnesses, but Re- 
lied on the Statement of the 
Defendant. 


Calhoun, Ga., March 8&.—(Special.)—The 
case of Alf Prater, charged with taking 
a horse, buggy and harness from parties 
in Calhoun and running them into Ala- 
bama some time ago, came up in the 
superior court before Judge A. W. Fite 
today.

As to Back Taxes. 

Editor Constitution—I beg the use of your 
columns to say a word to our county commis- 
sioners and mayor and general council on 
the back tax question. In view of the late 
decisions of our worthy supreme court on the 
question of taxation, our tax authorities have 
a delicate duty to perform. That decision was 
It affects all property 


owners, whether individuals, firms or corpora- 
tions; whether merchants, manufacturers, 
banks (excepting national banks), building as- 
sociations, telegraph and telephone companies, 
gas companies, one and all. 

The supreme court says: ‘‘Once for all, the 
constitution has enumerated the two classes 
of property, which enumeration the legislature 
and the courts and the citizens must recognize 
as exhaustive; property, whatever its species, 
is simply exempt or subject to be taxed. If 
exempt, it pays nothing; if subject, the amount 
it shall pay is measured by multiplying the 
fixed rate into the actual value. The result 
will be, in every instance, that all persons 
(or corporations) who own taxable property 
of equal value, will pay the same amount 
of taxes, and all who own more than others 
will pay more, and all who own less will pay 
less."". This is plain and unmistakable lan- 
guage. It is authoritative deliverance to each 
and every citizen, firm or corporation in this 
State, as well as to the taxing authorities, 
State, county and municipal, defining what 
property is taxable and what is not. It is 
an edict which, if faithfully obeyed by property 
owner and tax collector, will go far toward 
equalizing the burdens of taxation. Thus for 
the future the property owner knows what 
to expect and will govern himself accordingly. 
But it has not been so, in the past. The leg- 
islatures have passed tax acts for years gone 
by, stipulating how certain corporafrens should 
be taxed. These corporations, among th®m in- 
Surance companies, state banks, building asso- 
clations, etc., have paid their taxes, declared 
dividends and conducted their business in good 
faith under the laws on the statute books of 
the state, knowing nothing about the 
tutionality of the laws. Our city authorities, 
to encourage the building of factories, have 
exempted far a term of years the capital in- 
vested in them. Our county authorities have 
also placed a nominal value on the property 
of these manufacturing establishments for the 
purpose of taxation. 

This brings me to. the main object of this 
communication, viz: the question of back taxes. 
I take it that our supreme court uttered their 
late decision to be operative tn the future, and 
not to be retroactive in its bearing. As a 
matter of public policy, to say nothing of 
fairness and justice, I do not think, for a 
moment, that the court would wish to bank- 
rupt the corporations and firms /of the state, 
which an enforcement of the collection of 
back taxes in accordance with the decision 
would bring about, inasmuch as said corpo- 
rations are not knowitIngly or wilfully in default, 
but have made their returns and paid their 
taxes according to law.

since their time. So it is often Mr. Thom-: 


as’s wok to devise in these compositions 
the best effects that may be drawn from 
the combination of the changed instru- 
ments. Then there is involved in the 
gaining of a true conception of the com- 
poser’s general meaning, in the emo- 
tional content and technique of the’ music, 
a vast amount of varied study. 

The friend of the aealian proposed to 
do away with al) the tedium of Mr. 
Thomas’s study, however, by placing in 
his library one of these wonderful instru- 
ments which Mr Thomas should “turn 
on” and then. resting in his easy chair, 
hear the result of some other great musi- 
clan's idea of how the compositions 
should sound that were to be practiced 
the next day by the Chicago orchestra. 

An a2olian should be placed, too, in the 
rehearsal hall,‘so that when the mypsi- 
cians came to a difficult place in ‘lhe 
music Mr. Thomas, instead of growing 
worried and excited over its correction, 
might order the passage playéd by the 
self-playing machine. The musicians 
could thus observe the correct effect and 
easily reproduce it. 

This may sound very well at a distance, 
but there are a few important objections. 
For one thing, would Mr. Thomas accept 
without question the result of some un- 
known individual's canception of the mu- 
sic as expressed in the aeollan’s inter- 
pretation? Conductors like Theodore 
Thomas are not usually so convincingly 
impressed by other people’s opinions. 

In an. orchestra, too, each musician is 
supposed to listen only to the music of 
his own instrument, and he hears noth- 
ing around him but unmeaning nolse. 
The only way for him to know that he 
is contributing to the correct general ef- 
fect is by watching the expression of 
the conductor. the nature of whose 
glance will tell him quicker than any 
aeolian ever made whether his work is 
all it should be. 

If for no other reasons than these it is 
probable that Mr. Thomas will let well 
enough alone and continue to delight his 
audiences with orchestral effects that 
owe their beauty to na other machine 
than Mr. Thomas's great musical brain.
